Dr. Smith tiilnks. tiiat the focal 
P oM y'to i ttie world today is that 
'^wpg^ conquèred nature, but 
we-have, failed , to conquer human 
nature. How'are we going to turn 
all our discoveries to the good?" 
Unless men are transformed in 
themselves, - the clergy is useless. 
Saying that "the only power we 
know of that can transform man 
is the .power of God", he cited as 
proof the conversion of a Japanese 
concentration camp official, notéd 
for his bruU^ity. Dr. Smith, after 
the defeat of the Japanese, gave 
■the. imprisoMjd - official 'a~ copy- uf 
the New Testament. 

"When the time finally came for 
his execution, he was a changed 
man a devout Christian. This was 
accon>pllshed, not by the clergy, 
but by reading the Testament and 
doing a lot of hard thinking. When 
the officer died, he who had cruelly 
mtitllated and killed so many de- 
fenceless men, he died "like a 
child", after wrlUrig to his wife 
asking her to send the children 
to a Christian school, and to en- 
courage his eldest son to become 
Christian doctor 'and missionary. 
"Jesus ciirlst la the King of kings, 
and if we; are steadfast he will be 
the victor".- sums up his ideas of 
religion. .To;idm,.Chrlst supercedes 
religion, race/! and 'color. 

The talk was conluded with a

Some Mac students took excep- 
tion to the.

Were- a'p- 
proached ' by .ax^jUnaan , whom 
they thought t«^m|^^né author- 
ity on the campusi*This person told 
the Champion salesmen that they 
must apply to the Biir.snr for per- 
mission to sell the paper., On Nov- 
ember 13, the Champion committee 
sent a letter to the Bursar request- 
ing the necessary permission. On 
November 27 the Bursar replied 
to the effect that there is a stand- 
ing rule which forbid.*; pcddlars 
and .•;alc5 people from r.mvasslng 
on the Univendty groimds.

This is the final 
paragraph of .the "Editor and Pub- 
lisher": More newspapers are giv 
ing more space than ever before to 
proclaiming the "glad tidings of 
great joy to all people" and the 
people are responding warmly with 
Increased readership."

.. .Where Does It Go Now?

To the modem Jewish student 
Judaism baa beoome a faith that 
involves both Jewish religion and 
Jewiah culture. The Jewish stu- 
dent sees hla religion not only aa 
% way to worablp God, but as a 
modus Vivendi. 

As he looks back through the 
lengthy years of exile, 'he aeea 
.that the Jewish religion could not 
have survived had It not been 
for lis coupling with the culture 
that Inevitably stemmed from It 
Some two thousand years ago 
When .the.Jew a ..we re: exiled from 
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yea, we wept when we remem- 
bered 7lon," Judaism even then 
meant "the ZIon from which will 
Come forth the teaching." 
This ZIon, true, was a religion, 
but It was also a way of life in 
that the Jew, despilé the fact that 
be was thousands of miles away 
from his land, nevertheless looked 
towards the Temple Hill as both 
his religious and 'cultural guide. 
Every day if» his prayer he faceH 
to^yards his homeland and asked 
God in his Hebrew to allow him 
to' return to the land of his fore- 
fathers. 

This return never materlallzêT, 
and so the Jew had to re-orlentate 
himself and resign himself to the 
fact that -he had to live In the 
country of his exile as best he could. 

This re.orientatton took many 
forms. Many Jews -assimilated. 
Others were killed off. Some se- 
parated themselves into ghettos 
and continued to create their cul- 
ture and live as total Jews In the 
midst of a, Christian civilization. 
But a large proportion of Jews 
steered a ' middle 'course, ' In that 
they synthesized their environ- 
mental culture with their Jewish 
way of life. North American Jewry 
la the t>e5i example of this. ° 

Exactly what does this synthesis 
involve? The answer to this ques- 
tion Is the explanation of the North 
American Jewish way of life. The 
Jews have accepted and clenched 
th« positive aspects of western ci- 
vilization, yet they have retained 
their religious Identity. Thus we 
find rabbis who are University gra- 
duates; we find Jcwlxh Judges who 
are well versed in the culture of 
their people; wc.find doctors who 
attend synagogue regularly. 



Jewish youth today atands at 
crossroad^ They have a number 
of choices: they can steer a middle 
course, as the generation preceding 
them has done; they cap assimilate 
completely, or they move Into the 
mystic circle of deep religious feel 
ing. Most of Jewish youth has ac 
cept^ , the first, course. In that 
way, î^^^g^Ésifi^^ benefits of 
the rl^aS^^u^Uure and ahare 
In the^ ^^ pp^ù of western 

To illustrate the successful synthe 
sis: most of the young Jewish gen 
eratlon has made University 
graduation the criterion of success, 
and still ha shad the energy 
form an active part of the religious 
congregations and to study its age 
old culture.
